will recommend itself to anyone except thé most avaricious 
and self-centred speculator. 

In this province of Alberta there is practically only one 
danger to-be feared by the farmer, and that danger is hail, 

When the hail storm comes the ‘farmer finds himself 
ruined by a force over which he has no control, and the con- 
sequences of which he cannot pune against. He may be the 
best farmer in his locality and yet be picked out by malign 
fortune as the victim of the storm, 

In the large scheme of affairs it is the tiller of the soil 
who gives to the country prosperity. It is the product of his 
toil that fills the elevators and Supplies the freight and brings 
home the money that meets the drafts 

This being the case, why should he be selected as the 
one who has to take all the chances. Surely the country at 
large which is built on his efforts owes him some protection. 

Most of all, the holder of unimproved land, who is a 
holder tor speculation only, who designs to collect the un- 
cacned increment the direct-result of the farmer's demonstra- | 
tion that the country will grow crops thal pay, should be 
made a party to the risk which the individual farmer suffers 
irom hail.

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REVOLUTIONIZING OF 
ENGLISH BUSINESS 
METHODS OPPOSED 


Plans to Model Them Along German and American Lines 
Meets With Great Deal of Opposition and the Chances 
for Change Are Very Meagre 


(Globe Cable Service) 

London, Sept. 415.—The movement 
{o revolutionize established English 
business methods along American aud 
German lines, has stirred ap no end of 
opposition, as well as a lively contro- 
versy among the large financial) and 
commercial concerns in the city. ‘This 
is equally the ease with the better 
class of clerks and emplayees, whose 
chiet objection to the new system ‘is 
very vaturaly based upon the long 
hours of duty involved. 

“Tf any real benefit were fo aceruc 
from the fnnovation nobody — would 
raise any serious objections,” said a 
member of a prominent brokerage 
firm, “But what is the use of coming 
to the offlee an hour earlier in tie 
morning and Jeaving an hour hater tn 
the afternoon when the business ean 
be dealt with Just as efficiently in the 
shorter time? English business 
methods the outgrowth of many 
years of practical experience, We have 
found that the  short-hour system 
develops greater conevntration and 
energy, and that the man who has 
reasonable time to play as well as to 
rest brings more vitality and) brain 
power to his work, it is Nature's way 
of etriking a balance and invariably in- 
Eures greater eflltitney, 

“On the other hand, the Jong-hour 
systeni is bound to be more or less 
demoralizing, beeause it) gives more 
lime for an eilatted task, This tends 
to induce Jaziness and slovenly habits, 
A spirit of discontent is also awakened 
by the apparent tyranny involved, and 
this, too, offen leads to carelessness

Rallway Men Act Togother. 

In the recent raiiway dispute all the

is to federate all these federations,

London, Sept. 15.—Tough the days 
of the broom-handle and left-handed 
play when gentlemen meet ladies at 
cricket are nol yet over, the great na- 
tional game is now reeeiving the seri- 
ous attention of the so-called weaker 
sex, Only a day or so ago a girls’ 
eleven at Porest Hill beat a male eléven 
from the local club by seven runs.
